Limit an amount of change in the buffer 
occupancy accumulator (e.g., by clipping or 
scaling the buffer occupancy accumulator) 
based on frame properties such as frame type 
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Determine a base quantizer value 

Determine a quantizer adjustment based on frame 
properties such as frame type, macroblock position, 

number of bits per pixel of the cun^ent frame, a 
difference between the number of bits actually used 
and the number of bits that should have been used, 
Normalized Sum of Absolute Differences (NASD), 
and macroblock activity measure normalization 
(mbactN).
